Kuoning How 
Is Only the Beginning

OW SIMPLE life would be if technical 
H knowledge alone were enough to insure 
the good performance of an operation. 

How does it happen that I carefully follow 
printed directions, yet my biscuits are as hard as 
rock? The dress that I cut out according to the 
pattern looks like a laundry bag? The crocheting 
that I try to do according to the directions turns 
out a hard, twisted mass of soiled thread? 

In the first place we cannot be sure that we 
understand directions until we start acting upon 
them. The instructions that seem so clear and 
easy to follow at first begin to bristle with snags 
when we start to act upon them. 

And so we come to the secret of skill: practice, 
repetition. Has this anything to do with religion 
and life? Indeed it has! The Greek philosophers, 
beginning with Socrates, based their system on 
the assumption that every man was seeking the 
“supreme good” for himself; hence virtue was a 
matter of knowledge. No one, they argued, would 
ever choose to do what he knew did not further 
his best interests. So the Greek schools of philos- 
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ophy strove, by minute and hairsplitting defini- 
tions, to teach mankind to recognize and under- 
stand the primal, abstract principle called virtue. 

Some modern teachers have had much the same 
idea. Immorality, they told us a few years ago, 
is caused by a lack of factual knowledge. So they 
printed and distributed among young people a 
vast quantity of books and tracts calculated to 
show them the advantages of a moral life and the 
dangers of unbridled vice. No doubt this litera- 
ture had some good effect upon our young people, 
and yet it did not prevent the juvenile delinquency 
that is a problem today. 

Knowledge of what is right and wrong is not 
enough. Most of us have to admit that we know 
when we are doing wrong. The alcoholic knows it 
and is tormented by the knowledge. Knowledge of 
the benefits to be gained from early rising is not 
enough to get me out of bed at six o'clock on a 
zero morning. Knowledge of what food I should 
not eat so that I will not put on extra pounds is 
not enough to keep me from eating it. Knowledge 
of the technique of story writing has not yet 
put me on the list of famous authors. Even the 
will to rise early, to reduce, or to write a best 
seller, though it will carry me far, cannot be de- 
pended upon to boost me all the way. 

I remember the days when I first began to 
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practice Truth. My efforts: seemed so useless, so 
hopeless. I would sit on the veranda and read 
the Dany Worp lesson aloud; then my mind 
would slip back into the helpless, disorganized, 
fearful state that I seemed unable to overcome 
after the nervous breakdown I had experienced. 

I wondered whether the time would ever come 
when I should feel normal for one whole day. But 
I kept on reading and repeatirlg good words every 
day, laboriously and painfully exchanging each 
discouraged thought for a bright one, deliber- 
ately searching for something happy to think 
about, even putting pictures of happy persons up 
on the wall to look at. Gradually this remade me 
into a new person. I know from experience now 
that the practice of Truth principles can remake a 
life. 

Jesus said, “Ye must be born. anew.” This is 
the only way to lift life onto a higher spiritual 
plane. A newborn infant begins to practice living 
as soon as it enters this world. The newborn soul 
must begin to practice living immediately too. 
He must do it by using a new system of thought 
and action, by training his impulses, thoughts, 
and emotions, by conforming his personality to 
the laws of the heavenly realm that he has en- 
tered. He must accustom his lips to speak good 
words, his mind to concentrate on what is pure 
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and kind. He must learn to keep his emotions 
peaceful and under control. 

Desire for good and the determination to do 
it are vital to progress, but without constant ex- 
ercise a person’s desire and determination will not 
guarantee success any more than his desire 
and determination to become a skilled typist will 
lead him to proficiency if he never gets down to 
filling pages with typed words and sentences. 

We expect to have to work and practice when 
we are learning music or some other art or skill. 
How is it then that we expect right conduct, love, 
brotherhood, decency, poise and even good temper 
to come to fruitage without the same diligent, 
systematic effort? We say, “I cannot play that 
piece of music yet, but I'll keep at it till I can.” 
But we say, “I cannot forgive,” as though it were 
final and irrevocable. “I have a temper,” we say. 
“I have a jealous disposition.” ‘I sometimes say 
words I shouldn't.” Well, practice love. Daily 
and hourly, in the thoughts you think and the 
words you speak, practice being loving. Nothing 
in all the world can keep you from your goal of 
perfection. 

The secret of skill in spiritual matters as in any 
other is practice, repetition. The practice of Truth 
principles will do unbelievable things. It will re- 
make a life!

I have been trying an experiment, and it has 


proved to be a joyous one. My first waking thought 
in the morning is of God. The minute I open 
my eyes, instead of feeling angry at the alarm 
clock, or wishing that I could sleep a few more 
minutes, or letting the problems of the day crowd 
in on me, I turn and look through the window, out 
at the morning, and say: “Thank You, God, for 
this day. Fill it with Your beauty.” And my days 
have been filled with beautiful and unexpected 
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happenings. Their pace is quickened, their tone is 
one of courage and faith, their hours are filled 
with a sense of purposeful accomplishment. I am 
forming the habit of listening to God for the 
pitch for the day. I am letting Him set the pitch, 
and I am learning to follow it with a thankful 
heart. 

Sometimes human life gets out of tune, dis- 
sonances and inharmonies creep in, and the tone? 
that should be pure and true are flat. But God’s 
pitch is always right, it is perfect; and we may 
turn to it for direction and guidance. 

I work with a doctor. The other day a young 
woman came into our office. She had been to many 
other doctors seeking help, and her attitude as 
she came in was one of discouragement, complete 
defeat. Even worse, she seemed disintegrated 
from within. It was as if little fragments of her 
being were scattering themselves in different di- 
rections. She had not been able to sleep, her food 
was not agreeing with her, she was tearful, ner- 
vous, desperate. “I cannot face any more days,” 
she cried out to me in anguish; “not even one 
more day, not even tomorrow!” 

Here was a life out of tune and ears apparently 
closed to the perfect tones that could be fol- 
lowed. With no guidance her song of life was 
chaotic, the rhythm and timing were frenzied. 
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She was so upset that it was almost impossible for 
her to remain in the chair opposite me. She tossed 
and threw herself from side to side as she spoke 
in quick, jerky tones fraught with despair. Her 
eyes were large and staring, rimmed with tears. 
She kept looking frantically toward the open win- 
dow behind me, a window that was high in the 
, building, high above the gleaming sidewalk be- 
low. 

The doctor was busy and would be deiayed for 
some time in seeing this unhappy woman. Her 
need was for quiet, for understanding, for peace. I 
let her talk, the choppy sentences coming out in a 
frenzy, the story finally repeating itself over and 
over. “I can’t be alone,” she kept crying out. “I’m 
afraid to be alone.” 

As she talked I had been praying silently, 
infolding her in love, making my quiet com- 
ments, keeping my thoughts steady, kindly, and 
understanding. Finally I led her into the doc- 
tor’s study, where there was a large comfortable 
chair for her to rest in. 

Her husband, she told me, had deserted her, 
and having placed all her confidence in him, she 
now felt very much alone. She had been seeking 
the help of various physicians and psychiatrists, 
pinning her entire faith on them, refusing any 
inner promptings that might have led to confi- 
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dence in herself, to faith in God's power. 

We talked for a little while about the great 
anchor inside of each individual, of that inner 
steadiness which somehow withstands the assault 
of all storms. We talked of faith in oneself, of 
trust in God. I left her for a few moments: and 
brought her a copy of Dairy Worp and some 
prayer cards that I always keep in my office 
drawer. I told her to look through the little 
prayers, so simply and lovingly written, and to 
take what seemed meant for her. I left her read- 
ing. Ten minutes later she was still reading, 
with intense interest. The room (and it was an 
extremely warm day) looked cool and quiet and 
full of a great healing calm. A little later I went 
by the door and saw that she was sound asleep, 
the frenzied lines of her face smoothed out. 

This young woman who thought that her mind 
was failing her found that her physical disturb- 
ances could be helped, that her mind was a fine 
mind, God-given, God-protected, that life could 
be met joyously, harmoniously. She discovered 
how to set the right pitch for her song of life. 

I need not tell you that this patient went home 
feeling very grateful. My own song of life at 
that moment was brimming over. God had set the 
pitch, and His song of love and peace had brought 
a life back into harmonious purpose. 
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A day begun with God is a wonderful day, for 
God sets the pitch, and the song is sung truly as 
it is meant to be sung. Then the day becomes a 
hymn of praise and beauty and purposeful action.
